Considerable of the objection to 
the proposed amendment to the 
constitution thet will be voted 
upon next fall and for which 
signatures are now being sought, 
seems 49 be based upon what the 
uumenoment does not intend to 
au Katoer than upon what it does 
intend to do. 
The amendment, if adopted, will 
permit a county to adopt or 
change its government according 
to its needs, w right that ie en- 
joyed by cities. it does not force 
a county to change and does not 
prescribe the form of government 
it must adopt if it changes. Whe- 
ther it shail change at ail and 
what changes it will make is ¢n- 
tirely up to the people of the 
county and no one else. 
It does not affect townships or 
school districts. Their organiza- 
tion remains as they are. While 
there has been talk of combining 
these inte larger units, this 
amendment neither encourages 
nor permits such a change. There 
ia nothing to fear on that score, 
There is a growing feeling that 
the county government that fitted 
conditions in the oxcart days is 
strangely out of place with the 
changes that have come in trans- 
portation and with the growth of 
ccties, that is too cumbersome and 
expensive, Detroit is pretty much 
of Wayne county, Ita council ¢on- 
sists of nine members while the 
Wayne county board of supervis- 
ors numbers 146. 
The amendment will go on the 
ballot by petition because the leg- 
islature was afraid to pase it, 
afraid of the people, afraid they 
might misinterpret the privilege. 
The effort to place the amendment 
on the ballot is the answer of the 
people, that they wonld like to 
have the privilege of changing 
their form of county government 
should they see fit to do so— 
Ann Arbor Tribune. 


THE DOG NUISANCE

Supervisors 
and assessors have been taking a 
census of dogs (charging 20-cents 
for each dog} and turning the 
liats to the county treasurer where 
the list stays. The new jaw makes 
it mandatory for the supervisors 
and assessors to make the census 
and the cOmpensation is but 10 
cents for each dog. Then the

The 20-hour week, 
he says, 1s the only remedy avall- 
able elnce if all industries not yet 
under codes are brought under 
them, the resulting re-emplayment 
wil} not give work to these mIlivng. 
Just before Green sssued this 
statement, President Roosevelt had 
apparently declined co support the 
Gonnery bill legislating a 30-hour 
week for all industry: and General 
Johnson hag recently abandoned o8 
not feasible the plan fer forcing a 
10 per cent reduction in working 
bours.
